place the number of killed at 2,957, the
injured at 51,323 and the total property j

loss through derailments and collisions
at $3,408,953.

The number of persoas killed In
train accidents Is 250, and of injured
4.334. To this, however, must be added

j 2,611 persons killed and 18.729 injured
i as a result of accidents sustained by
employes while at work, by passengers
getting on and off cars, by persons at

j highway crossings, trespassers an3
others morf or less indirectly associate
ed with railway traffic. There were al-

so 106 persons killed and 28,260 Injured
In "industrial accidents" to trainmen

j and other employes,
j Duiig the three months there were
j 1,659 collisions and 2,135 derailments.

A comparison of this number with the
i total for the 6a me three months in
I four preceding years shows that with
j the exception of 1911 the number of
collisions and derailments is on the fn--j

crease. As compared with 1908 there
Is a 48.8 per cent increase.
